INTERNATIONAL TRADE 
The value of South Australian merchandise exports (in original terms) for the month of 


August 2004 was $693.5m. This was an increase of 9.0% from the previous month and 
12.8% more than the value of exports in August 2003 ($614.7m). 


The value of South Australian merchandise imports (in original terms) for August 2004 was 
$461.2m. This was a decrease of 1.0% from the $465.7m recorded in July 2004, and 7.3% 
more than the August 2003 figure of $429.9m.
